liEGIPROOITY WITH THE UNIT- 
ED STATES. 

It is woll known th;it iiegotiAtiuiis wore 
Ciirriud on bijtweeii Caiiuda and the Unit- 
ed States during the late seBaion of cou- 
gi'o.sa on the long-agitated question of 
reciprocity. The defeat of the tarifl" bill 
in the legiaiuture killed any hope that a 
cummerciiil lunnu niii^ht be urranped this 
year. The advucatea of a hij!;h tariff in 
the United Statu.s are not in tavor of tlie 
plan. LSut the states alon^' the lioider 
would prefer free trade with Guiiadu while 
the Canadians on their aide have in- 
tiniRted that they are ready to remove the 
duty on the i)iincipal artiulea of trade 
whonuver thu United Stutea will rucipro- 
c»lo. A new rrteiprocu! treaty would ba 
beneficial to both countries. The treaty 
of 1854 was uilauli-sfactory and after 12 
years' trial was abronuted by the Unituil 
States, who claimed that it wan one aidi-d. 
The articles adinittod by it free, iiicijiro- 
cally, were what Canada luul to Hell, pro- 
ductH of the farm and river, but it cxoliid- 
ed the uianufactureH of tlie Uniteti States. 
It was found when tiie intL-nnitionid in- 
ventory was taken that i:ii;-"J,OUO,000 of 
Canada's products had come into the 
United States duty free, while scarcely 
half that umount had been sold by the 
ffnited Stalei to Canadians. Tliere was a 
proposal to renew the treaty, but natur- 
ally enough the United States rejected it. 
However, a treaty based on more equita- 
ble terms should be brought about between 
two countries so closely connected by p<j- 
sition and interests as the United Stales 
and Canada. Botli east and weal are in- 
terested iu the question. The agricultural 
products of Quebec and Ontario, the wheal 
of Manitoba and the Northwest, and the 
coal and other products of our own pro- 
vince would find a profitable market near 
at hand and in return the manufactures of 
the United States sliould enter our ports 
duty free. 'J"he Imperial govoriinient 
would have everything to say in the mat- 
ter, and here some objection might be 
made to a custom union, but still Canada 
had long been independent in commercial 
affairs, and if it was considered to be in 
the interests of the Dominion it is nut 
likely that tiiat any obstacle would be 
placed ill her way. 



THE CHINESE COMMISSION. 

The city press have all spoken on the 
subject of the Chinese commission; -jnd 
with tlie single exception of TIte (.'oloiil.sl 
they have condemned tho body, and 
counseled the people to have nothing to 
do with it. Do these gentlemen consider 
the dangerous position in which the mat- 
ter will be placed if their advice should be 
followed f Have they reflected that if 
only evidence favorable to Cliiuese is put 
before the cominission their verdict will 
accord with that evidence! Tho owners 
of Chinese tenement property are active, 
and will drunii up every possible witness 
to give testimony on their side. Tho 
Chinese themselves are astir, and with 
the employers of Chinese labor will lay a 
mass of evidence before the cominission 
to frustrate the passutre of a restriction 
bill? Shall tho opponents of the mule- 
sirable class of settlers stand aloof at 
this cdaia? Shall they refuse to attend 
before the coinmisaiun. and to rebut the 
evidence offered on the other side? Will 
they, in short, allow the case to gn by 
default and ])lace it in the power 
of Messrs. Gliapleau and Gray 
to report in fnvor of the continuance of 
Chinese immigration '. Thu c(unnii»sion 
are like a jury. They must n^uiid a ver 
diet tipon the evidence laid before liiern. 
If all the witncMses favor tiie ChinoHi', 
llow can the commissioi; report iulveraoly? 
We say that the people have failed in their 
duty to themselves, and their representa - 
tives have failed in their duty to the peo- 
ple in not making tho best of the coin- 
misaiun and briMj.'ing liefore it incontest- 
able proofs ill their possession of the un- 
fitness of the Chinese for a residence here. 
The decision of the lueetinu on Saturday 
evening was a inialaku. if it do not 
prove fatal to the popular cause it will be 
because the local government and two of 
the city rnpreaentativii.s have decided to 
appear before the cummisaion and pri'.seiit 
the people's case. It is fortunate for the 
well-being of this country that there is a 
government iu power who refuse to follow 
the example of the parliamentary repre- 
sentatives and abandon the "cause of the 
whites." 

THE 11 HAVING DOCK. 

The last plank in the platform of the 
position grievances is about to be with- 
drawn by tho early commencent of the 
graving dock at Esquimalt. Tenders will 
be received at Ottawa until tho "iOth of 
September ne.xr for the completion of 
that important niiblic work. When the 
contract shall have been given out every 
detail of the .S^ilvatimi- -wo mean the Set- 
tlciaont Hill will be in progress. That 
bill contained three important stipula- 
tions, viz: 

Construction of the Island Railway; 

Sale of the railway lands at Si an acre; 

Completion of the Dry Dock. 

The two first have boon already secured. 
The third and last is about to obtained. 
The opposition press who, a little while 
ago, gleefully annmuieiid the failure of the 
Settlement Bill, and who have latterly in- 
dulged the hope that at least the drydock 
would not be coinnieiiced, are now left 
without a grievance. Poor fellows! What 
will they write about now? 

INCONSISTENCY. 

Our esteemed morning contcinpornry, 
yesterday endorsed the voice of flu; meet- 
ing which advised its representatives not 
to go before tho Cliinejo commission. Let 
us see how far tho views expressed by our 
conteniparary yesterday accord with its 
views on the same subject two weeks ago. 
On the ySth of July he wrote: "When 
tho conimisaion sitn to inquire into the 
matter we hope that every eflbrt will be 
made to represent tho evils under (.s/c) 
which the workingtnon of this province 
are subjected to (.<iV) in cfuisc(iueiice of 
Chinese labor, so that they may be able 
to obtain a full and complete re[jort for 
tho federal governniuiit to lay before par- 
littiiient for the consideration of its mem- 
bers at the next session of that body." 
How does eur friend reconcile hia position 
on the 28th ult with his remarks yester- 
day < ^

To TiiK Editor: — Tliore can ho no doubt 
upon the fact that tho course pursued by 
Mr. Shakespeare and others in reference 
to the Chinese commission is very uiiwii:e. 
£ven though they might be positive in 
their own minds that the commission was 
unnecessary, yet as there is now no help 
for it, I think they would have exhibited 
a great deal more common aonse if they 
had suppressed their clioler and presented 
to the commission all the evidence in 
their power as to why the "Chinese must 
go." I cannot see why it is thmight 
necessary that the commissiuu should 
travel from one end of the province to the 
other in order to determine whether our 
cele.itial citi/.eiis are desirable or not. 
Hoie they are in tho distributing centre of 
the province and the headquarters of the 
Chinese. Ilere it is that the corrupt in- 
fluences that run riot exist. And if any- 
where in the province it can be determin- 
ed that the Ohiaeae sway a baneful 
influence over tho morals, or outbid the 
white man in the field of labor, it ought to 
be here in ^'ictoria. There is also an- 
other important reason fur the cmnmis 
sion that those so much opposed to it 
aoem to have forgotten, and that is now 
that the matter has been made a Domin- 
ion instead of a provincial one. it is 
necessary that the people of the Domin- 
ion should learn what threatens them 
should the Chinese be allowed to come 
hero 111 the numliers thai have of late 
years arrived. One in a hundred people 
east of I'ritish Columbia have never as yet 
seen the "childlike and bland" amilo of 
John Chinaman, and know nothing what 
ever in reference to his traits of character. 
The evidence taken by the commission in 
California and iiritiah Columbia when 
printed and distributed to the members of 
the House, and sent to the press of the 
Doniiniou, will be the means of dissemin- 
ating a wider knowledge than luiylhiiig 
that has yet been doiij, and when the 
people came to realize the iiiornl status ol 
the nationality that may spread over the 
whole of the country tliere will then be no 
doubt but that the "Chinese will go." 
1 trust that it will be the earnest desire of 
every citizen to help forsvard the cominis 
sion in its work, and nut bo a divided peo- 
ple ill tho matter, tor unless united eflbrt 
is put forth, the desired result may not be 
attained.

She 
was watched, and it waa discovered that 
she caught liie hah herself in Fatitimo 
millpoml, near tho village. Tho pond liad 
boon druiiiod down quite low recently, 
and the cat would crouch down at the 
edge of tho water, and whon u tish came 
along within reach would spring upon it 
in the water and rarely miss hor aim. She 
struck the fish first with her claws and 
then dipped her head in under the water, 
took her prey in hor mouth, and swam 
ashore. 

Besides tish tho cat serves her family 
with birds, not less than two of which she 
provides every day. Tho moat remark- 
able fact about the cat, howovor, is tho 
system she has adopted in foadiiig hor 
kittens. When shu comes in with a luoal 
she will not permit any miscellaneous 
scrambling after it, by which one kitten 
might get mure tlian its mates, but nhe 
lays the fish or bird before one of tho 
young ones, the other two she obliges to 
remain quietly at a distance while tho one 
is eating, enforcing h^r authority against 
any protest on their \}Wt by frequent 
cuthngs. Whon the kitten has oatoti one- 
third uf the meal tho old cat removes the 
dinner and places it in front of another 
kitten, who eats ita third of the meal un- 
molested, whon tho third kitten's turn 
comes. Tho kitton that is aorvud first ou 
one day becoiiius tho last on the list the 
next day, and that rotation is maintained 
with unvarying partiality day after day.

Town. 



EASTERN ai'ATES. 

Nkw York, Aug. 10.— About 2:05 
o'clock this afternoon tho residents in this 
vicinity wore startled by a severe shook of 
earthquake, lasting ten seconds. At this 
hour (6:0.")) particulars wore received at 
the Western Union oHice showing that tho 
shock was widespread. T'ho first ropoits 
were received from tho followin;; points: 
Tho Atlantic Highlands near Sandy Elouk, 
Long Branch, Pliiladolphia, Now Elaveii, 
Boston, Elizabeth, Plainfield, .Spring 
Lake, Cottage City, North Martha's Vine- 
yard and Portland, Maine. At the hi.st 
point there wero slight reports also re- 
ceived from many of the sub-otticos about 
New York. Reports as to its direction 
are divorso, but the average seeiiis to be 
about ten seconds. In some localities 
people ran out of hotels and churches, 
and could scarcely ho indiu;ed to return. 

WuEKLi.su, Aug. 10. — Tho lutelligericer 
special saya; "A tire in Picton Bros, 
warehouse, Oatlettsburs, this raorninn, 
spread tu five brick buildings and totally 
destroyed tho walls. .-Viidrews' store fell 
in, burying N. P. Andrews, Clia«. Sheritt 
and James Mclvenziu. The first two were 
rescued and the last killed. VVhilo tho 
rescving party were at work other walls 
fell, burying David Venner, Jr., and J no. 
Graham. The bodies were recovered thi.t 
afternoon burned tu a crisp. Robert Mil- 
ler and Samuel Kelly (colored) were in- 
jured and will die. Loss 875,000. 

EUKUPE. 

Manchester, .Vug. 10. — Extensive 
preparatjona aro being made for the con- 
servativo meoting to bo helil at Poniona 
Garden to day. It ia expected to he an 
imposing affair. The .Martpiia of Salis- 
bury, Lord Randolph Churchill and other 
great conservative leaders will bo among 
the speakers. Over 5,000 tickets were 
issued, and arrangements have been made 
for tho overQow of tho meotings outside 
tho gardens. Resolutions will be sub- 
mitted approving of the action of tho 
lords in rojectiiig tho franchise. 

London, Aug. 10. — English cholera haa 
appeared in several districts in Lan- 
cashire, and is iuakiug considerable head- 
way. The number stricken with it ex- 
ceeds 200, and five deaths have occurred. 
The doctors attribute the outbreak to the 
excessive hoat and the use of improper 
food. 

London, Aug. 10. — Tho Standard this 
morning states that the government haa 
largely increased tho special powers of 
Lord Northbrook, high commissioner to 
Egypt. 

London, Aug. 10 — The Welch Quarry- 
raon's Union have asked tho owners of 
quarries to hold a conference with regard 
to the collapse of the trade under pressure 
of the importations from American states. 
Tho owners will accede to tho re(|Ueat. 
At the same timo they have made reply to 
tho offiict that busineas stagnation is owing 
more to over-production at home than to 
American importations. 

CHINA. 

LoMDoN, Aug. 10.— A dispatch from 
Shanghai to-day to Router's telegram 
states: Five vessels of tho French squad- 
ron, under Admiral L<)spe).', bombarded 
and captured the town of Kuluiig, on tho 
island of Formosa. Tho capture has been 
ofiicially coiifirined. 

London, Aug. 10.— Later details of tho 
capture of Kolung by tho French say the 
town was given up without a blow, directly 
ths cannon boiian firing from Admiral 
Lespar's flagship. The gun signal men 
lauded from the various ships, and the 
town was taken poaseasioii of in the name 
of tho French authorities. Tlie majority 
of tile population fled. Four thousawd 
Chinese troops, who recently arrived frinii 
Shanghai, retired into the interior. The 
British vice-consul wont aboard an 
English gunboat, having previously sent 
a protest to Admiral Lesper againat the 
French occupati(rn, and pointing out that 
Kelung was protected under the treaty 
with England. Tho Fieiich, upon lund 
ing, seized many junks and embargoed 
several steamers from Shanghai, on tho 
ground that their papers wero irreyular. 
Admiral Lesper has iasued a procl;imatioii 
to tho inhabitants declaring their lives 
and property aafc under thi? French flag. 
Admiral Courbet will attack Foo Chow 
Tuesday next unless the French indemnity 
proposals aro accepted.

New York, Aug. I. — ( In^at suri.risi' has 
been manifested over the publication of 
the marriage of Pearl Eytinge, the autrosa, 
to Dr. Joseph Watkiiia Yard, dated Jan- 
uary 17. Tho cou[)lo were married in 
London three years ago, and had lieen 
divorced not long aftjrwurda. Miss Ey 
tingo was auft'oring from uorvoiis proatrA 
tiou when a reporter called at her apart- 
ments. She said she waa ill from tho 
oU'ecta of brutal treatinont at tlie hands 
of hor husband on Mtimlay nigiit. K\- 
plaining tho marriage notice, she said 
she remarried Dr. Yard in Jor.si;y Oily, 
January 17, at his urgent request. Shu 
published the notice because she had 
learned that hor husband intended tn 
marry a rich woman.

SJrcCTCD ItY TH£ CiOVfiRNa 
HIEiVT. 

Payne and His Deluded Fol- 
lowers Driven from the lu- 
dlnn Territory— Their 
Villagre Kiiriied. 

Cam>wkll, Kan., Aug. 7. — Yesterday, 
General Hatch, iu company with Ad- 
jutant-Goiieral Fiuley and Iii.spoctor 
(ireene, of tho interior department, 
visited Payne's camp at Rock Fall, in the 
Indian country, and after reading tho 
president's proclamation to him and his 
asseuibled followers, directed them to 
leave tho territory before this morning, or 
(hey would be ojoctod. This took place 
in a small board shanty, occupied by tho 
Oklahaiiia Chief uowspaper, the forms of 
ivhich were being made up at the timo. 
Payne at first attempted to discuss the 
legal aspects of tho case, but soon bocainy 
angry and abusive in languago, calling all 
the oUiceia of the government, from tho 
highest to the lowest, a pack of thieves. 
Cooper, the oaitor, chimed in with vitu- 
peration and threats. 

TUK. COll.MU.VlTY ARKBSTBD. 

By this timo a largo crowd had assem- 
bled from the tents and shanties along 
tho river, and the ollicors again adraon- 
iahed them to leave and not return. The 
only reply waa a torrent of abusive 
epithets that cannot bo puhlialiod. The 
officers then returned to the camp, ten 
miles distant. 

Early this morninR two squadrons of 
the Ninth United States cavalry, com- 
manded by Captain Moore, appeared in 
the boomer's camp, and under direction 
of Indian agent Rogers, arrested the 
whole couimuiiity and took charge of the 
printing otlico. All the women and 
cliildreii, and the men who ware not 
ofionders, wero escorted to tho Kansas 
line, with tholr personal property. Six 
old offenders, iiuniely, D. L. Paynu, J. B. 
Cooper, D. G. GrouhousB, T. W. Reko- 
berger, John McGrew and S. L. Moacly, 
were loaded in a six-mule wagon and 
started, under escort of Lieutenant Jack- 
son and fifteen men, for Fort Smith, Ark. . 
300 iniloH distant. 

The paper ivaa reiuly to goto press, and 
upon inquiry a number of printers wero 
found ill tlie cnniiiiaiid, who soon printed 
100 copies, The press Wiis tlioii carefully 
packed and loaded into the wagon, and 
started undue escort for Muskogee, it 
being confiscated property, and, under 
tho law, uureplevinable. 

TUK VILLAUK UURNKIJ. 

Tho printing otLco and other buildings, 
including two boarding houses a drug 
atura, cigar stand and restaurant, and 
aouio cheap dwelliiigs, wero then burned 
to the ground, and the last vestion n[ 
Rock Falls had disappeared. Payne 
thruateued to cut the throat of tho first 
man who attempttjd to arrest him, but one 
of tliQ colored soldiers marched him about 
the camp for an hour. 

Payne has lost whatever prestige he 
may have had heretofore with the think- 
ing community. EIo has been on a do- 
'oauch for a week. 

It is boliBVod this will cure tho boomers 
of trying to force settlement on Indian 
lands. Other detachments have boon 
sent to remaining settlements, who will 
arrest the leaders and take them to Fort 
Smith. 



SENTIMEWT OR SWINDLE. 

The Secret of Loiidoii's **Noble- 
nian" Organ Grinder. 

Tho mystery of tho "nobleman" organ 
grinder aeenia likely to lind a solution, 
and it may not bo improbable that some- 
thing may be heard of the matter in 
placea where ponplo aro called upon to 
give au accfiunt uf themselves and their 
doings if they are not apparently (|uito 
salisfaclory to the watchful guardians of 
our welfare. \t all events these are facta:
